A F o m s l Reception by th« Kmp*r*r. 
Stiff Necked Ceremony In th« Midst of 
Rich Trappings—Masnf<lc«nt 
Tempi«« 
•nd Palace« In th« Forbidden City. 


After tho present emperor asceuded 
the throne of China his government 
fielded the point and agreed to receive 
¿he diplomatic corps in the same man­ 
ner that they are received by the «over- 
eigns of Europe, The first ceremony of 
the kind, which took plaee on March 8, 
1891, was an event in Chinese history. 
The members of the several legations 
arrived at Fu Hua, or East Flower gate 
of the forbidden city, at 1 0 o’clock on 
that morning in sedan chairs, each es­ 
corted by two mounted officers of the 
Imperial guards. They were there met 
by the members of the Tsung li Yamon, 
who conducted them to the Shih Yung 
Kung, the temple of the great river god, 
when they were offered tea and sweet* 
meats. An hour later they were escorted 
to the Tsu Kuang Ko, or reception hall, 
a handsome building profusely decorated 
with gilded coverings and ornamented 
with gay colors. The hall is approached 
by eight marble steps, which lead to a 
broad marble terrace. Around this ter­ 
race is a balustrade supported by pillars 
of marble, pure white and beautifully 
engraved. 
The emperor arrived about the same 
time in his chair, w hich was covered 
outside and in with yellow silk, tho offi­ 
cial button on top being gold instead of 
silver and the ends of the bearing poles 
being elaborately carved and capp'd 
with gilded dragons. 
The dean of the 
diplomatic corps, escorted by membeis 
of the foreign office, was conducted intc 
the hall, the sides of the approach to the 
steps, the steps themselves and tho ter­ 
race being crowded with eunuchs em­ 
ployed in the palace and civil and nul- 
eighty-two j 
officers whose rank did not entitle 
thom to enter the presence of the cm 
peror. Each member of the diplomatic 
corps was given a separat«1 audience by 
the emperor, who was seated upon a 
marble throne. 
As they crossed the 
threshold they bowed, advanced three 
or four paces and bowed again, then ad­ 
vanced to a point bet ween the two dragon 
pillars, where a third stop and bow 
were made. There a foreign carpet cov­ 
ered the floor of tho platform, which 
was about three feet high. 
The embassadors and ministers stop 
p<d about IS feet from the emperor, 
where they made their speeches, which 
were translated by an interpreter int® 
Chinese. They then advanced and hand­ 
ed letters of credence to JFrmce Ciung, 
who had been standing on tho left of 
the emperor. 
Taking the papers, he 
ascended the steps, approached the table 
in front of the emperor and laid them 
upon it, not kneeling until he had de­ 
posited them. 
The emperor replied tc 
the speeches in the Mantchoo dialect aft 
er the diplomatists had returned to then 
places between the dragon pillars, his 
remarks being translated into Chines* 
by Prince Ching, sentence by sentence

HISTORY OF THE CASE- 
The law in question was en vc ted by 
the legislature of I >95, and its provisions 
are well understood by the people ot 
Jackson county. 
The petition for a 
change of the county seat was filed with 
the county commissioners according to 
the provisions of the law. On the 4th 
of June, I>95, the commissioners dis 
missed the petition and refused to order 
the special election petitioned for. 
At thegAugust term of the Jackson 
circuit court a verified petition praying 
fur a mandamus compelling the com 
misaioners to order a special election 
was filed. 
A change of venue was ob­ 
tained and the case was sent to Scott 
county lur trial. 
Here the case was 
tried, the court finding all the material 
allegations of the petition to be true, 
and that the petitioners were entitled 
to the relief prayed for, and rendered 
judgment accordingly. 
A motion for 
a new trial was overruled, after which 
an appeal was taken to the supreme 
court, which court today rendered a 
decision aa above stated. 
This decision 
clears the way for the final struggle, 


err trios or I >69. 


This contest for the relocation of the 
county seat brings to the minds of some 
of the older citizens many of the facts 
and incidents connected with a s milar 
struggle in I "69. 
At the beginning of 
the contest then the board of commis­ 
sioners was composed of James C. 
Wells, of Owen township, Able Findley, 
Jackson township, and Garrett E R oc­ 
ker, of 
Brownstown 
township. 
On 
Sept. ti, I >69, Noel her resigned and Dr. 
James H. Green was appointed to Bli­ 
the vacancy. 
The circumstances Bur 
sounding his resignation were never 
well understood. 
Being on the border 
line he was more or less annoy, d by 


both factors which probably made hi* 
official life unpleasant. 
The petition tor relocating the county 
seat signed by John H, MoJirmick, 
James L. Gardiner, Thomas Shields aud 
others was considered by the county 
commissioners 
Dec. 6, 1869, and re­ 
corded at that time. The petitioners 
were represented before the board by 
Joseph E. McDonald and the anti 
removalists by Cyrus L. Dunham. 
The petition contained 2458 names 
out of a total of 3734 east for Walter Q 
Gresham and Michael C. Kerr for con­ 
gress the year before. 
According to the 
law then the petition had to contain 
51 per <»nt of the votes in the county 
While the petition contained n ore than 
the necessary 55 per or ut. the com*, 
misaioners claimed that 231 of these 
names were also on the remonstrance. 
Therefore according to their way of 
counting the petition was thirty-two

Stiff N ecked Ceremony In the M idst of 
Rich Trapping*—M agnificent 
Tempi** 
and Palaces In tho Forbidden City. 


After tho present emperor ascended 
the throne of China his government 
fielded the point and agreed to receive 
the diplomatic corps in the same man­ 
ner that they are received by the sover­ 
eigns of Europe. The first ceremony of 
the kind, which took place on March 6, 
1891, was an event in Chinese history. 
The members of the several legations 
arrived at Fu Hua, or East Flower gate 
of the forbidden city, at IO o’clock on 
that morning in sedan chairs, each es­ 
corted by two mounted officers of the 
Imperial guards. They were there met 
by the members of the Tsung Ii Yamen, 
who conducted them to the Shih Yung 
Kung, the temple of the gn at river god, 
when they were offered tea and sweet­ 
meats. An hour later they were escorted 
to the Tsu Kuang Ko, or reception hall, 
a handsome building profusely decorated 
with gilded coverings and ornamented 
with gay colors. The hall is approached 
by eight marble steps, which lead to a 
broad marble terrace. Around this ter­ 
race is a balustrade supported by pillar* 
of marble, pure white and beautifully 
engraved. 
The emperor arrived about the Bam* 
time in his chair, which was covered 
outside and in with yellow silk, the offi­ 
cial button on top being gold instead of 
silver and the ends of the bearing poles 
being elaborately carved and capped 
with gilded dragons. 
The dean of the 
diplomatic corps, escorted by membei* 
of the foreign office, was conduct*^ intr. 
the hall, the sides of the approach to the 
steps, the steps themselves and tho ter­ 
race being crowded with eunuchs eta

As they creased the 
threshold they bowed, advanced throe 
or four paces and bowed again, then ad­ 
vanced to a point between the two dragon 
pillars, where a third stop aud bow 
were made. There a foreign carpet cov­ 
ered the floor of the platform, which 
was about three feet high. 
The embassadors and ministers stop 
ped about 13 feet from the emperor, 
where they made their speeches, which 
were translated by an interpreter into 
Chinese. They then advanced and hand­ 
ed letters of credence to Prince Ching 
who had been standing cm the left of 
the emperor. 
Taking the papers, ho 
ascended tho steps, approached the table 
im front of the emperor aud laid them 
upon it, not kneeling until he had de­ 
posited them. 
The emperor replied to 
the speeches in the Mantchoo dialect aft 
er the diplomatists had returned to thew 
places between the dragon pillars, hi* 
remarks being translated into Chines* 
by Prince Ching, sentence by sentence. 
The exit from the hall was made by 
walking backward, with bows at thro* 
places. 
The sides of the audience hall wen 
covered with inscription* 
and ran 
paintings of enormous size. The ceiling 
was composed of wooden squares 1 
feet in size, divided by heavy rafters, 
all gorgeously painted with the dragon 
figures.
